After  analysis  is 
completed  the  data  will  be  validated  and  will  be  made  available  for  public  release. 

Some  of  the  preliminary  data  are  beginning  to  arrive  for  evaluation.  The  evaluation  will 
include  a comparison  to  background  and  risk-based  screening  levels  for  human  exposures 
and  ecological  impacts.
